Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-11,1 3-20 and 22 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Consider claim 1 , the prior art of record, Chino, Dahlback, and Shriberg does not 
specifically teach or suggest the limitations, "wherein the predictive model of discourse 
functions is used to predict, base, at least in part, on the prosodic features, a likelihood 
of a first portion of a speech utterance being associated with a command directed to an 
application and a second portion o the speech utterance being associated with content 
being provided to the application" when combined with all preceding limitations in the 
claim. Therefore claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record. 

4. Claims 3-10 are dependent on and further limit allowable claim 1 and are 
therefore allowable as well. 
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5. Claim 1 1 requires similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore allowed 
for similar reasons. 

6. Claims 13-20 are dependent on and further limit allowable claim 1 and are 
therefore allowable as well. 

7. Claim 21 requires similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore allowed 
for similar reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
